One Has Right to Challenge Voter 


Who Offers to Vote Ticket 


Challenger is Affiliated With 


( By TTniUd Pra«.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 
5.—The 


Indiana supreme court today, while 
affirming the decision of the Marion 
circuit court, which declared section 
10 of the new primary law unconsti- 
tutional, gave an interpretation of 
this section which in effect sustain* 
it nnd adds that the lower court is 
affirmed on grounds other than those 
affecting the constitutionality of the 
section. 


Section 10 provide*? for the chal- 


lenging of voters who did not 
vote 


:he ticket at the previous election. 


The supreme court 
declared un- 


constitutional section 13, which re- 
quires candidates to pay an entrance 
fee before filing petitions to place 
heir names on the ticket. 


The decision, as interpretted by L. 


R. Xaffzger of the attorney general's 
office,, means that "one only has the 
•ight to challenge a voter who ojfers 
o vote the ticket of the pftrty' wifh 
which the 'challenger is himself afr_. 
fiTli.ited." In otlier w6r3s any voter 
an vote at the Repeublican primnr- 
es unless a Republican challenges 
lim .and so for the other parties. 
Phe supreme court held that the leg- 
slature never intended that a vo- 
ter affiliated with one party could 
•hallenge a voter prepared to vote at 
it the primary of another party. 


The ease from the Marion conrt 


was filed by Carl Mote, a Progres- 
ive returning to the Republican 
>arty, who alleged that a Democratic 
leigiibor was preparing to challenge 
lim when he voted at a Republican 
irimary. 


The Marion county ease had the 


sacking of the Republican stale cen- 
ral committee which wished Section 
10 killed in order that Progressives 
returning to the Republican party 
might vote at the Republican pri- 
mary.
